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This Rosebud’s For You 


The question was simple enough: What 
does the Rose Bowl mean to you? So, too, 
was the answer: National recognition and 
acceptance in the Pac-10. 

But it goes much deeper, as deep as 32 
years ago, when the Arizona State football 
program really began. I know, you're 
going to tell me Fred Irish lost, 38-20 to 
the Phoenix Indian School in 1897. I’m 
going to tell you no matter. When Clyde 
Smith hired Dan Devine from Michigan 
State in 1955 to coach the Sun Devils, 
this program planted the roots that were 
to pay off in a Rose Bowl win on January 
1, 1987. 


This rosebud is for you, Smitty. And 
this one’s for you, Dan. When Devine left 
after the 1957 season (after compiling a 
27-3-1 record) for Missouri, Smitty made 
another excellent move by elevating 
young assistant Frank Kush. And for the 
next 21 1 years, Kush put the program 
squarely on the national collegiate football 
map. This rosebud is for you, Frank. 

His early years produced such stars as 
running backs Charlie Taylor, Tony Lor- 
ick, Gene Foster and Larry Todd, all of 
whom went on to professional football. 
These rosebuds are for you, guys. 

Then along came. 1968, when the 
University of Arizona issued its infamous 
challenge to the Sun Bowl: “Take us now 
or don’t take us at all.” The Sun Bowl 
wilted, took the ‘Cats, only to have the 
‘Cats taken by ASU, 30-6. This rosebud 
is for you, Art Malone. And for you, Ron 
Pritchard. You guys starred in that game. 

In 1970, Kush and his band of Devils 
went undefeated, finishing an 1 1-0 season 
with a 48-26 pounding of North Carolina 
in the Peach Bowl. 

This rosebud is for you, QB Spaghetti 
Joe Spagnola. Then came three years of 
Western Athletic Conference and Fiesta 
Bowl prominence. I might add possibly 
the three greatest successive years ASU 
has ever had. This rosebud is for you, 
Danny White. And for you Woody Green. 
And you, too, Benny Malone. 

In 1975, Arizona State played its most 
important two games to date, a 24-21 
victory over Arizona to win the WAC, 
and the 17-14 triumph over Nebraska in 
the Fiesta Bowl to cap a 12-0 season.

This rosebud is for you, John Jefferson. 
You, too, Danny Kush. And Dennis 
Sprout, Fred Mortensen and Larry Gord- 
on. The move to the Pac-10 occured for 
the 1978 season. For both Arizona State 
and Arizona, UA president John P. 
Schaefer was an instrumental figure. He, 
in fact, practically dragged ASU along 
with Arizona. This rosebud is for you, 
John. 

After the 1979 scandal, and a mediocre 
season in 1980, the Devils, behind Mike 
Pagael, Robert Weathers and Gerald 
Riggs, finished 9-2 in 1981. But losses to 
Washington State and UCLA ended any 
Rose hopes. This rosebud is for you, Mike 
Pagel. And you Gerald Riggs. And you, 
too, Robert Weathers. 

Arizona State’s first real shot at the 
roses came in 1982. But final regular- 
season losses to Washington and Arizona 
dampened a 10-2 season. This rosebud 
is for you, Darryl Rogers. And you 
Vernon Maxwell. And you, too, Mike 
Richardson. In early 1985, Rogers, after 
many denials, left ASU for the Detroit 
Lions. Then-athletic director Dick Tam- 
buro, undaunted by the search for a “big” 
name, chose instead John Cooper from 
Tulsa University to lead the ASU football 
program. This rosebud is for you, Dick. 

When Tamburo was relieved of his 
duties, ASU president Dr. J. Russell 
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Bob Jacobsen 


Nelson hired a 34-year-old from the 
University of Pennsylvania, Charles Harr- 
is, for the job. This rosebud is for you, 
Russ. And you Charles. And when ASU 
nailed California, 49-0 to clinch its first 
spot in the nation’s most prestigious bowl 
game, UA coach Larry Smith sent Cooper 
a telegram congratulating the Devils on 
becoming the first Arizona team to reach 
Pasadena. This rosebud is for you, Larry. 

And finally, after all the near misses, 
one man was instrumental in ASU finally 
reaching college football’s promised land. 
This rosebud is for you, John Cooper. 

For an Arizona State alum who gradu- 
ated too many years ago to remember, 
reaching the Rose Bowl is the epitome of 
success in the football classroom. It is the 
ultimate graduate course for a degree in 
football. It is summa cum laude. 

It is, of course, all of these things. And 
yet, none of them. What it really is is a 
tribute to the past 32 years of Sun Devil 
football. In this daze of wine and roses 
(and aren’t we still a little stunned that this 
Arizona State team went to the Rose 
Bowl?), we have a tendency to forget that 
the program wasn’t built overnight.

W.. a price we pay for success. Now 
the Pac-10 guns will be aimed at the Sun 
Devils. Unlike a year ago, when it was 
UCLA on the hot seat, Arizona State is 
the team to beat. The 1986 season 
actually ended in 1987, on January 1 to 
be exact, when the Sun Devils rallied to 
beat favored Michigan, 22-15 before 
103,168 fans in Pasadena’s famed Rose 
Bowl. 

Yes, it’s going to be a tough act to 
follow. “We lost a lot of good players,” 
warns Cooper, 18-5-1 as a Devil. We've 
got a lot of newcomers who have to grow 
up in a hurry. But I’m pleased with our 
players and the effort they gave us in the 
spring. How good are we right now? It’s 

icult to tell.” 

If the key to success runs through the 
quarterback’s room, the Devils might be 
in trouble early in the campaign. Not that 
the talent isn’t there. It’s the experience 
that bothers the coaching staff. 

“If we had to play right now, we'd go 
with Daniel Ford,” adds, Cooper. “Or 
maybe John Walker if he’s healthy. 1 
want to go with a veteran. John has done 
everything but throw because of his elbow 
problems. | like John from the standpoint 
of leadership, knowledge of the game, 
knowledge of the offense and knowing 
what we expect.” 

Young Paul Justin (6-4,186) and Kent 
Kiefer (6-0,177) are waiting in the wings. 
At the running back slots, the questions 
are easily answered. Fullback Channing 
Williams (5-10,216) and tailback Darryl 
Harris (6-0,181) are the answers. They

The Devils are loaded at receivers, 
with SE Aaron Cox (5-10,175) one of the 
best in the West. Chris Garrett, Tony 
Johnson, Roy Hurd, Jeff Johnson and 
Ryan McReynolds are ready to go. John- 
son, a freshman from Phoenix Camel- 
back, and McReynolds are tight ends. 

The first player to touch the ball on 
each play will be junior Steve Spurling 
(6-3,2154), a product of Scottsdale’s 
Horizon High. He'll be flanked by two of 
the better guards in the Pac-10, seniors 
Randall McDaniel (6-5,261) and Todd 
Kalis (6-6,267). McDaniel, a product of 
Agua Fria High in Avondale, is a potential 
first-round draft pick. He’s one of the 
strongest players in college football. 

There’s nothing wrong with Arizona

In fact, the 
Devils’ strength on defense will be their 
down people, which also includes Rick 
Zumwalt, Pat Taylor, Tony Sherman, 
Bob Frenkel and Mark Duckens, to name 
a few. 

The linebacker corps includes Greg 
Clark, Mark Tingstad, Stacy Harvey, 
Drew Metcalf, Terence Johnson and 
Kerry McDaniel, brother of Randall. The 
secondary will be one of the quickest in 
the conference, with senior Anthony 
Parker, the nation’s leader in punt returns, 
and Jeff Joseph at the right corner, Eric 
Allen and Joseph on the right. Bernard 
Jones and Jeff Mahlstede will play a lot at 
free safety, while Robby Boyd and Brett 
Johnson are the rover backs. 

The kicking game is again sound with 
junior Mike Schuh, the Pac-10 leader asa 
frosh, and junior PK Kent Bostrom. The 
problem the Devils must solve is finding 
somebody to kickoff after each touch- 
down, or start of the game. 

“T expect our fans this season to be a 
very important part of whatever success 
we have,” concludes Cooper, 75-36-1 
overall, for a .677 winning percentage. 
“Just like they did in the Rose Bowl game.

“We Never Beat a Better Team!” 


I, was Saturday night, October 15, 
1978, and The House That Frank Built 
was rocking. Southern Cal, No. 2-ranked 
in the land, rode into town with a 270- 
piece marching band and 3,000 fans to 
watch a mismatch. 

“Coach Frank Kush’s Sun Devils 
brought a Trojan horse — not Traveller 
the Trojan horse — but a hard running 
nag named Upset,” wrote Dave Spriggs 
of the Arizona Republic. “Outlined a- 
gainst a blue-black Arizona sky that 
night, the Four Horsemen rode again, not 
as Stuhldreher, Miller, Crowley and 
Layden, but as Malone, Harris, Momen- 
tum and Pandemonium.” 

They ganged up on mighty USC, 
before a record crowd of 71,138, and 
sent the Trojans reeling back to Los 
Angeles with nothing left but a thousand 
years of tradition and a shocking 20-7 
loss. 

This was the first Pac-10 football game 
ever played in Sun Devil Stadium. This 
was also the real Southern California 
Trojans, a la Charles White, Paul 
McDonald, Lynn Cain, Brad Budde, 


Chip Banks and young Marcus Allen. 

They were the eventual national 
champs. Coached by John Robinson, 
they had recently blasted Bear Bryant's 
Crimson Tide, 24-14 on nationat TV, 
down in Alabama. They went on to beat 
Michigan 17-10 in the Rose Bowl, fin- 
ished 12-1 on the season, and No. lin the 
land in the final UPI poll. Ironically, the 
AP winner was Alabama. Never before 
had the AP been so wrong. Not only was 
this USC team a real powerhouse, but 
they beat Alabama in ‘Bama! And it 
wasn’tas close as the score. But Southern 
Cal lost to Arizona State. 

“We never beat a better team,” insisted 
Sun Devil linebacker Ben Apuna after the 
game. It was an understatement. Twenty- 
two of the Trojans’ 22 starting positions 
were eventual NFL draft picks, and all 22 
made it. Coach Robinson’s lineup went on 
to produce two Heisman winners, Charles 
White and Marcus Allen, one Lombardi 
winner, Brad Budde, and nine All- 
Americans: White, Allen, Budde, Pat 
Howell, Dennis Johnson, Paul McDonald, 
Ronnie Lott, Keith Van Horne and Chip 
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Banks. 

Arizona State countered with names 
like Joe Peters, Bob Kohrs, Jeff McIntyre, 
Norris Williams and Marshall Edwards, 
not exactly house-hold names in Ameri- 
can collegiate football. But the Devils had 
a few more aces up their sleeve in the form 
of Mark Malone, John Mistler, Chris 
DeFrance, Al Harris and Kim Anderson, 
to name a few. 

In the early going, it was the Devils’ 
defense hanging tough with a game plan 
that called for defensive end Al Harris(6- 
5,240) to lineup against tight end James 
Hunter (6-4,225) to stall the Trojans’ 
vaunted student-body-sweeps until help 
could come. 

But it was the first five plays which set 
the tone: 

1) Southern Cal got a break on the 
opening kickoff when ASU frosh Alvin 
Moore, a prep All-American from Cool- 
idge who had scored 36 touchdowns the 
year before, was stripped of the ball and 
USC recovered on the Devils’ 16-yard 
line. 

2) On first down, junior Charles White 


(uresgoy Aue7) 


gained just two yards off left tackle. Ben 
Apuna, Joe Peters and Robert Allison 
stopped him. 

3) On second down QB Paul McDonald 
rolled to his left and almost hit Kevin 
“Bugs” Williams with a touchdown pass 
in the far corner of the northwest end 
zone. But the ball slipped through Will- 
iams’ hands. 

4) On third down White swept right with 
USC’s vaunted toss-sweep, but was 
swarmed for a five yard loss by every- 
body. This brought fourth down and FG 
range and the key play of the game. 
5)With first-unit center Chris Foote, later 
of the Baltimore Colts, back in Los 
Angeles with an injury, a bad snap ruined 
the Trojans’ bid for three points. In fact, 
the ball was snapped so hard ASU 
recovered it on the 35 yard line. 


.. the Sun Devils finished 


9-3 in the WAC ... 9-3 
in the Pac-10 ... 


With momentum, the greatest of all 
football players wearing a Devil uniform, 
the crowd suited up as Pandemonium to 
give ASU a 13-man attack. The stadium 
has seen nothing like it since, except for 
maybe a Rolling Stone concert. 

After the defense reduced the USC 
offense to a start-stumble-stagger-fumble 
attack, QB Mark Malone became the 
Lone Horseman as he rambled through 
Southern Cal’s confused defense. He 
completed 14 of 22 passes for 167 yards, 
including a 16-yard scoring strike to John 
Mistler. 

Arizona State dominated play with a 
possesion time of almost 34 minutes. 
USC controlled the ball only 26 minutes. 
Defensive back Kim Anderson picked off 
two McDonald passes. Defensive end 
Bob Kohrs recovered three fumbles on 
faulty exchanges. And Charles White, 
who looked like an all-pro two weeks 
earlier against Alabama, was held to 59 
yards on 18 carries, his lowest of the 
season. 

“I don’t know if you could say we 
wanted it more than Southern Cal, but we 
probably had more to gain than they did,” 
said Frank Kush, following his last great 
victory as a Sun Devil. “They certainly 
didn’t come over here and lie down.” 

“They deserved it,” added John Rob- 
inson, now the head coach of the Los 
Angeles Rams. “They're a good football 
team, and they caught us on one of our 
worst performances. We had problems 
with our centers, but that wasn’t the whole 
story. They just beat us and that was

that.” 

Southern Cal avoided a shutout with 
33 seconds left when McDonald connect- 
ed with Dan Garcia on a 31-yard scoring 
play when ASU’s David Given missed a 
head-tackle at the 15. USC had not been 
blanked since a 3-0 loss to Oregon State 
in 1967. They kept their streak alive at 
123 games with that last gasp effort. 

Malone, the junior quarterback who is 
now with the Pittsburgh Steelers, ran for 
138 yards on 19 carries, including an 
83-yard scramper in the third quar ter. 
He scored ona one-yard run in the second 
quarter. The Devils other scores came on 
two field goals by Steve Hicks, and 
Malone’s pass to Mistler. 

“We played Harris against their tight 
end,” added Larry Kentera, Kush’s de- 
fensive coordinator and now the head 
coach at Northern Arizona. “We had no 
choice. It was a case of putting our best 
man against the key man in their blocking 
schemes. We gave our cornerbacks the 
outside-contain responsibilities and told 
Harris to beat Hunter on the line of 
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scrimmage and create a traffic jam in 
their running lanes.” 

It was both Arizona State and the 
University of Arizona’s first season in the 
“big leagues” after years in the Border 
Conference and Western Athletic Con- 
ference. Ironically, Arizona, coached by 
Tony Mason, lost to California that night 
in a Pac-10 game in Tucson, 33-20. 

So strong was the football program 
under Frank Kush that the Sun Devils 
finished 9-3 in their last year in the WAC, 
1977, and 9-3 in their first year in the 
Pac-10. And beat the national champs in 
the process. 

USC licked their wounds and took it 
out on poor Oregon State the following 
week, 38-7. ASU had a week off to “beat 
the recruiting bushes” before an October 
28 game in Seattle against Washington. 
It became a more historical date for Sun 
Devil fans than October 14. 

It was during the Washington game, a 
41-7 Sun Devil beating, that Kush was 
accused of striking punter Kevin Rut- 
ledge. The rest is history.

lL. been a long time since an Arizona 
school has lost five games and won the 
state football championship. Well, almost 
a year, anyway. Peoria did it last fall. 
And they did it after an 0-3 start, in Doug 
Clapp’s first year. The Panthers beat rival 
Agua Fria in 29-23 thriller at Sun Devil 
Stadium in Tempe for the school’s first 
football crown. It probably won't be the 
last. With 25 lettermen returning, Clapp’s 
squad is easily the Class AA (now called 
AAA-2) preseason favorite. In fact, with 
three potential major college prospects, 
Peoria can matchup with any of the Val- 
ley’s larger AAA schools. “We can’t live 
on our past laurels,” warns Clapp, an 
assistant at Peoria for two years. “Our 
challenge will be to regain the intensity 
and drive which got us to the playoffs. 
Maybe the new league will help the team 
focus or change their efforts.” Finding an

offensive line will be an off-season goal. 
Finding skill players is no problem. In 
senior Eric Guliford (5-9,160), the Pan- 
thers have an explosive WR who runs 40 
yards in 4.5 seconds and led the state in 
punt and kickoff returns. He returned 
three each for touchdowns, including a 
65-yarder against Agua Fria. Steve Good 
(6-5,210) returns at TE and runs a 4.8. 
Dusty Weiland (6-2,220) is back at MLB 
and runs a 4.7. QB William Babb (6- 
1,170), who scored the winning touch- 
down against Agua Fria with 43 seconds

left, is back for his senior year. The 
Panthers are looking for defensive backs 
in the off-season, but need look no farther 
than Ervin Cutright (6-0,175), a senior 
with 4.6 speed. Flanker Bailey Hall (5- 
9,165) is another senior with good speed. 
Best of the returning linemen include OG 
Scott Peterson (6-5,220), DT Nathan 
Ducharme (6-0,215), and DE David 
Evertsen (6-2,220). Backs Marvin John- 
son (5-10,170), Tony Camino (6-1,180) 
and Marvin Cobo (5-11,170) are three 
other good skill players. Camino is the 
team’s kicker. Two newcomers to watch 
are DT Kyle Schroeder (6-3,235) and 
LB Tim Hughes (6-3,200), both seniors. 
Prior to last December, Peoria had fin- 
ished runnerup in the 1984 AA finals, the 
1968 Class A title game, and the 1965 
Class A finals. 


Cactus 
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One team Peoria beat on their trip 
through the playoffs was Cactus, coached 
by Larry Fetkenhier. The Cobras ended 
their campaign at 9-2 and return 11 
members from that near-perfect squad. 
Three of the best in the league wear the 
Cactus uniform: DB/LB Bobby Moore 
(6-1,190), OG/OT Stu Kemppainen (6- 
2,253), and center Aaron Feldman (6- 
0,187). The Cobras will field just four 
players who tip the scales at 200-plus 
pounds: OG Tim Faul (6-2,208), Barry 
Ellis (6-2,204), OT Todd Shannon (6- 
3,212), and TE/ OT Scott Strong (6- 
6,210), one of the biggest lineman in the 
Valley. Senior Brett Weinberger is the 
team’s punter with a 38.9 average as a 
junior. Senior Kevin Standerfer and junior 
Brett Powers will battle for the QB slot. 
Stocky DT Jeff Wilson (5-9,194) is the 
strongest player on the team. Running 
back Derick Ray, a 5-9, 178-junior, is a 
real game-breaker. Other players to 
watch include WR Jim Robinson, LB Bill 
Mckernan and DB Raymond Winters, to 
name just a few.

Although size and numbers have been 
a problem at Arcadia for years, the 
coaching staff is still very positive about 
the upcoming’ season. “Injuries killed us 
last year,” claims Jay Phillips, entering 
his third campaign at the Scottsdale 
school. “We lost seven games last year 
and three were by a total of six points.” 
Two Titans, HB/DB Kevin Ford and 
OG/LB Eric Sarrailon earned recognition 
on the Scottsdale all-city team. Five other 
seniors with experience are QB Greg 
Belsher, HB Matt Nadler, LB Derek 
Nabity, OT Cliff Holland and WR Clark 
Gilbert. Help from the JV team comes in 
the form of running backs Pat and Phil 
Touati, 6-0, 175-pound twins, and QB 
Kirk Anderson. =

Valdosta, Georgia 


The Nation’s Best in 1986! 


Tre state of Georgia, famous through- 
out the years for its cotton, peaches and 
watermelons, has another commodity 
which has carved a niche into its old and 
rich traditions. Down in the southern end 
of the state the mention of the town of 
Valdosta immediately has the Georgia 
natives exhuberating about the football 
legions of Valdosta High School. And, 
with justifiable pride, too. 

The school’s energetic coach, Nick 
Hyder, has continued the great tradition 
built by legendary Wright Bazemore, and 
continued by former head coach Charlie 
Greene. 

Between 1941 and 1971, Bazemore 
won 268 games, lost 51 and tied seven. 
That’s a .833 winning percentage in 28 
years of football which also produced 14 
state championships and three mythical 
national crowns. Greene followed him 
with 9-1 and 8-2 seasons, a .850 winning 
mark. 

Under Hyder last season, Valdosta 
was rated the best high school football 
team in the United States by both the 
National Sports News Service, which has

rated the teams since 1927, and the USA 
Today. 

In 1986, the Wildcats swept to the 
state championship with a solid 15-0 
record, giving Hyder a 143-24-1 slate 
since 1974, an .856 winning percentage. 
Valdosta has now won 19 Georgia foot- 
ball crowns, four “mythical” national 
crowns, and is only one of four high 
schools in the United States to win more 
than 600 high school football games. 

Valdosta, population 43,000, won 
those 19 state crowns in 45 seasons. Its 
12,000-seat Cleveland Field sells out 
every game. Season gate receipts total 
$250,000. “Football is king here,” says 
former player Ernest Nijem, now the 
town’s mayor. “The only way to get a 
reserve seat to a games if someone dies.” 

Since 1913, Valdosta is 619-129-33 
on the gridiron. Only Little Rock Central, 
Arkansas, and Washington High in Mas- 
sillon, Ohio, have won more. 

Ironically, Little Rock Central won it all 
again in Arkansas. Nicknamed the Tig- 
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ers, Coach Bernie Cox’s crew finished 
12-1 while winning their 29th state 
championship since 1907. Central, na- 
tional champs in 1946 and 1957, should 
win their 700th game in the near future. 
In the past half-century, the Tigers have 
played every prep power in the Sou- 
th...except Valdosta. 

Other great accomplishments last fall 
were turned in by Cherry Creek of Engle- 
wood, Colorado, winning their third 4A 
crown since 1982, Kansas City Rock- 
hurst, winners of the Missouri 5A title for 
the third time since 1981, and Lawrence, 
Kansas, recording their 29th undefeated 
season - a national record by a mile. Law- 
rence was the 1960 national champions 
after winning 45 games in a row. 

Omaha Creighton Prep, No. 14 in the 
U.S.A. in 1985, finished 11-1 and won 
their 10th state title in Nebraska. Doyles- 
town Central Bucks West has won 32 
games in a row in Pennsylvania, while 
Manitowoc Lincoln has won 38-straight 
in Wisconsin.

New Kid On 
The Block 


Thee a new kid on the block. His 
name is Pat Lavin. And an old one has 
moved down the street. His name is 
Kenny Stites. 

There are other changes in the Valley's 
community college football circles, but 
those two are the most signifigant. It is 
Stites who takes an impressive record 
from Phoenix College over to Mesa to 
help get the Thunderbirds back on track. 
It is Lavin who takes an impressive high 
school record over to Phoenix to try and 
keep the Bears on top. Stites has an easier 
job. 

Ironically, for the first time in history, 
all four community colleges in Phoenix 
have new head football coaches. 

Joe Kersting, a former assistant at 
Glendale Community, has been hired to 
replace Fred Haeger, who resigned after 
last season to become an assistant for an 
Italian semipro team, the Bologna Doves. 
Dave Haight resigned at Scottsdale to 
become a sales representative for a man- 
ufacturer in New York. Shane Bates, the 
school’s defensive coordinator, will be- 
come the interim head coach. 

Dan Dunn, who led Mesa to a 3-6 
record in his only season as head coach, 
will become an assistant under Stites. In 
11 seasons at Phoenix, Stites’ teams were 
77-26-4, won six state championships 
and three Valley of the Sun Bow! titles. 
The Bears have been nationally ranked 
during nine of the past 10 years. 

But the Bears’ cupboard is bare and 
that makes Lavin’s job a lot tougher. Half 
the roster has graduated, including 16 
players who received aid to four-year 
schools. Rumors flew every-which-way 
during the summer, insisting that several 
returning players would follow their former 
mentor to Mesa. 


Junior College Preview

However, if everything stays normal, 
and they usually don’t during coaching 
changes, Lavin will have seven starters 
from last year’s Sun Bowl champs on his 
roster: LB Joel Navarro (6-3,204), LB 
Steve Peitler (6-1,209), SS Tom Willi- 
ams (6-0,192) and FS Darrell Warren 
(6-3,174) from the defense; center David 
Henderson (6-2,224), WR Andre Lan- 
gley (5-8,165) and RB Van Aldridge (5- 
10,172) from the offense. 

In Aldridge, Phoenix has one of the 
most gifted athletes in the junior college 
ranks. Last spring, competing for the 
Bears’ track team, Aldridge ran in five 
different events in the nationals in Odessa, 
Texas. During the season he ran 100 
meters in 10.51, 200 meters in 21.31, 
long jumped 24-10, high jumped 6-6, 
threw the javelin 201 feet and ran on the 
Bears’ sprint relay teams. 

Lavin was 105-43-3 in 14 years in the 
prep ranks, coaching at three different 
schools. His .709 winning percentage, 
one of the best in the Valley, was built at 
Phoenix St. Mary’s, Agua Fria and Par- 
adise Valley. At one time or another he 
took every one of those schools to the 
playoffs. For him, it might be a while 
before that happens again. 

But it’s a different story at Mesa, where 
Stites returns a flock of Thunderbirds 
from last year’s roster. At press time, the 
six best sophomores look like tackles 
Preston Lambert (6-4,280), Fasse Tasse 
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(6-4,295), Bob Cunningham (6-1,250) 
and Tim Slade (6-4,250). Stacy Garner 
(5-9,165), a WR with 4.5 speed, and DB 
Shawn Seve (6-0,185) are talented skill 
players. 

Last year Glendale finished 1-8, but 
new coach Kersting claims that will have 
no effect on this year’s club. “We're anew 
program with different ideas and a differ- 
ent philosophy,” says the Gauchos’ leader, 
who welcomes 23 squad members. Like 
at Mesa, sophomores will be the key: CB 
David Belford (5-11,170), QB Alan 
Brown (5-10,170), OT Wales Hunkin 
(6-4,280), OL Kurt Minko (6-3,250), 
RB Marlo Cobos (5-10,178), OL Adam 
West (6-2,245), RB Steve Rosholt (6- 
0,215) and TE Mike Welch (6-4,230). 

Scottsdale just missed a winning cam- 
paign, but dropped several games in 
November to give them a 4-5 finish. At 
least six sophomores have a shot at a 
major college scholarship if they play to 
their potential. Safety Derrick Marshal 
(6-2,205) has the size and speed (4.6) 
needed at that level. So does WR Derik 
Hunley (6-3,195), QB Mike Matlock (6- 
0,185), OT Tom Jeeves (6-4,250), OG 
Greg Pollard (6-2,245) and LB Scott 
Henderson (6-3,225).
